STATE ALIENISTS 
SAY KENNAMER 
WAS SANE, IS NOW 


Both Sides Later Rest Un- 
expectedly in Trial of 
Tulsa Youth Accused of 
Killing Friend. 


By the Associated Press. 

PAWNEE, Ok., Feb. 19.—Both 
State and defense rested in the 
murder trial of Phil Kennamer at 
1:55 p. m. todav. The end came 
unexpectedly with many scheduled 
witnesses unheard. 

Judge Thurman Hurst recessed 
court to prepare his instructions 
to the jury which will decide 
whether the 19-year-old son of Fed- 
eral Judge Franklin E. Kennamer 
shall be punished for the Thanks- 
giving night’ killing of John F. 
Gorrell Jr., 23, in Tulsa. 

In Oklahoma practice the Judge's 
instructions are given before the 
closing arguments and after the 
arguments the judge may give ad- 
ditional instructions. 

Close of testimony came after 
Judge Hurst ruled the State could 
not present evidence in which it 
would attemnt to show Gorrell was 
a peaceful law-abiding citizen. 
Judge Hurst ruled the defense had 
not been so explicit in its attack 
on Gorrell’s character that the 
State could attempt to refute the 
testimony. 

The jury was qualified to assess 
the death penalty in case of con- 
viction. 

Two Defense Pleas. 

Kennamer’s plea was insanity and 
self-defense, the young defendant 
testifying in his own behalf he 
deemed himself sane and that he 
killed Gorrell to save his own life.

METHODS USED IN 
SELECTING JUDGES 


Decides to Request Legis- 
lature to Take No Fur- 
ther Action on Conven- 


tion Proposal. 


The controversial question of the 
best means of obtaining non-polit- 
ical selection of judicial candidates 
was referred to the St. Louis Bar 
Association's Committee on Amend- 
ment of Laws for further study last 
night at a special meeting of che 
association at Hotel Chase. 

It was decided meanwhile to re- 
quest the Legislature to take no 
further action on a -pending bill 
providing for selection of candi- 
dates by convention instead of in 
primary elections, awaiting an ex- 
pression of opinion from the asso- 
ciation. This meant that the as- 
sociation would make no construc- 
tive recommendation to the present 
Legislature, since it was understood 
the committee’s study would re- 
quire time beyond the current ses- 
6ion. 

The motion to refer the entire 
subject back to the committee was 
made by Jacob M. Lashly, former 
president of the Bar Association, 
who had led the debate in a spe- 
cial meeting a week earlier against 
a referendum on the pending Dill. 
The referendum, ordered without 
debate after the Committee on 
Amendment of Laws had indorsed 
the bill, was rescinded at that meet- 
ing. 

Lashly’s motion called for an in- 
quiry by the committee into the 
laws of other states on the subject 
and their workings, with a view of 
eliminating undesirable features 
and retaining the best ones in the 
light of experience elsewhere. In 
presenting his motion he urged che 
association “to make haste slowly.” 

“This matter is of such im- 
portance and far-reaching effect,” he 
declared, “that the committee should 
not be under pressure or! com- 
pulsion to get a measure in the 
presetn Legislature. My notion is 
that no lawyer wants a judiciary 
subservient to anything but justice 
and the public interests, but we do 
want some scheme to improve pres- 


ent conditions, even though it is to 
be conceded that by and large the 
judiciary has been composed of men 
with a sense of fair-dealing. 

“We should be able to build and 
propose a better system through an 
inquiry into the experiences of Cali- 
fornia and other states where pro- 
gressive systems have been adopt- 
ed.” 

Lashly and others had opposed 
approval of the pending bill on the 
ground it would remove the public 
one step further from control of the 
bench. Ernest A. Green, chairman 
of the law amendment committee, 
and others who had favored ap- 
proval argued that the change as 
proposed in the measure would be a 
forward step for more intelligent 
selection of judges. 

The motion to request the Legis- 
lature to defer action on the Dill 
was introduced by City Counselor 
Hay. He said he understood Sena- 
tor Michael Kinney of St. Louis, 
who introduced the bill in the Legis- 
lature, would urge its passage re- 
gardiess of the Bar Association's 
position. The measure was drafted 
by the Committee on Amendment of 
Laws.

clared that the accident record in 
'1934 was considerably worse than 
‘in 1933. 

| The Mayor announced the inten- 
'tion of conducting a campaign of 
public education in street safety, as 
‘urged by McDevitt. 

Those invited to the conference 
included Circuit Attorney Miller, 
Prosecuting Attorney Finnegan, Po- 
lice Judges Vest and Simpson, 
Judges Dickmann and Griffin of 
‘the Court of Criminal Correction, 
representatives of the Police De- 
partment, McDevitt, and Traffic 
Engineer Gonter and his staff. 

_ Increase in Serious Accidents, 
| In the comparison of records of 
‘the last two years, McDevitt found 
-a marked increase in the more se- 
rious traffic offenses, and an in- 
crease in some of the notable re- 
sults of accidents. 

He listed some of the findings 
'as follows:

The figures showed the need of 
more stringent regulation of mo- 
torists, McDevitt declared. He 
advocated passage of a State driv- 
ers’ license law or authority for 
municipal licensing of drivers. 

Of the 170 deaths from traffic ac- 
cidents last year, 122 were of pe- 
destrians, the report pointed out. 

Alcoholism Involved. 

It was found that alcoholism was 
involved in some way in 1333, or 
13 per cent, of last year’s acci- 
dents, leading all other causes in 
volume. There was an increase of 


26 per cent, from 1933 to 1934, in. 


the number of accidents in which 
drivers were diagnosed at City 
‘Hospital as “drinking, but not 
drunk,” and an increase of 38 per 
cent in the number of accidents 
in which the driver was held to be 
suffering from acute alcoholism, 
while the number of pedestrian 
victims of accidents who were 
“drinking, but not drunk” increased 
83 per cent and the number un- 
der “acute alcoholism” increased 78 
per cent. 

Police reports showed that speed 
was definitely a factor in only a 
negligible number of last year’s ac- 
cidents, but McDevitt expressed the 
opinion that speed was a contribut- 
ing factor in many cases. Another 
contributing cause not definitely ap- 
pearing, he added, was the “center 
of the street slow driver.” He urged 
the police to order such drivers to 
keep to the right, especially In the 
case of large out-of-town trucks. 

The director attributed a marked

RUSSIAN FOOD SHORTAGE 
REPORTS “EXAGGERATED” 


Situation Regarded as Serious in 
Some Parts, However, Par- 
ticularly in Ukraine.

LONDON, Feb. 19.—A food short- 
age in parts of Russia, especially 
in the Ukraine, has reached a se- 
rious point, according to various 
non-Russian officials, who act 
as “listening posts” on the Soviet 
for various Governments.

The terms of the bond are 
explicit. They were not only ex- 
pressed in the bond itself, but they 
were defini'.ely prescribed by the 
Congress. The act of Sept. 24, 1917, 
both in its original and amended 
form, authorized the moneys to be 
borrowed, and the bonds to be is- 
sued, “on the credit of the United | 
States” in order to meet expendi- 
tures needed “for the National Se- 
curly and defense and other pub- 
lic purposes authorized by law.”’ 
The circular of the Treasury De- 
partment of Sept. 28, 1918, to which 
the bond refers “for a statement 
of the further rights of the holders 
of bonds of said series” also pro- 
vided that the principal and inter- 
est “are pavable in United States 
gold coin of the present standard 
of value.” 


This obligation must be fairly 
construed. The “present standard 
of value” stood in contradistinction 
to a lower standard of value. The 
promise obviously was intended to 
afford protection agains: loss. That 
protection was sought to be secured 
by setting up a standard or meas- 
ure of the Government's obligation.

Argument on Gold Clauses. 

Fourth. The effect of the gold 
clauses in suit in relation to the 
monetary policy adopted by the 
Congress. 

Despite the wide range of the 
discussion at the bar and the 
earnestness with which the argu- 
ments against the validity of the 
joint resolution have been pressed, 
these contentions necessarily are 
brought. under the dominant 
principles to which we have re- 
ferred, to a single and narrow 
point. 

That point is whether the gold 
clauses do constitute an actual 
interference with the monetary 


of its broad power to determine 
that policy. 

Whether they may be deemed 
to be such an interference de- 
pends upon an appraisement of 
economic conditions and upon de- 
termination of questions of fact. 

With respect to those condi- 
tions and determinations, the 
Congress is entitled to its own 
judgment. We may inquire wheth- 
er its action is arbitrary or cap- 
ricious, that is, whether it has 
reasonable relation to a legitimate 
end. 

If it is an appropriate means 
to such an end, the decisions of 
the Congress as to the degree of 
the necessity for the adoption of 
that means, is final. McCulloch 


v. Maryland, supra, pp. 421, 423; 


Juilliard V. Greenman, Supra, P. 
450; Stafford v. Wallace, 258 U. 
S. 495, 521; Everard’s Breweries 
V. Day, 265 U. S. 545, 559, 562. 

Protecting Public Interest. 

The Committee on Banking and 
Currency of the House of Repre- 
sentatives stated in its report 
recommending favorable action 
upon the joint resolution (H. R. 
Rep. No. 169, 73D Cong., First 
Sess.): 


“The occasion for the declara- 
tion in the resolution that the 
gold clauses. are contrary to 
public policy arises out of the 
experiences of the present emer- 
gency. These gold clauses ren- 
der ineffective the power of the 
Government to create a currency 
and determine the value thereof. 
If the gold clause applied to a 
very limited number of contracts 
and security issues, it would be 
a matter of no particular conse- 
quence, but in this country vir- 
tually all obligations, almost as 
a matter of routine, contain the 
gold clause. In the light of this 
situation two phenomena which 
have developed during the pres- 
ent emergency make the enforce- 
ment of the gold clauses incom- 
patible with the public interest. 
The first is the tendency which 
has developed internally to hoard 
gold; the second is the tendency 
for capital to leave the country. 
Under these circumstances no 
currency system, whether based 
upon gold or upon any other 
foundation, can meet the require- 
ments of a situation in which 
many billions of dollars of securi- 
ties are expressed in a particular

And the joint resolution itself 
recites the determination of the 
Congress in these words: 

“Whereas the existing emer- 
gency has disclosed that provi- 


sions of obligations which pur- 
port to give the obligee*a right 
to require payment in gold or 
a particular kind of coin or cur- 
rency of the United States, or in 
an amount in money of the Unit- 
ed States measured thereby, ob- 
struct the power of the Congress 
to regulate the value of the mon- 
ey of the United States, and are 
inconsistent with the declared 
policy of the Congress to main- 
tain at all times the equal pow- 
er of every dollar, coined or is- 
sued by the United States, in the 
markets and in the payment of 
debts.” 
Gold Clauses Considered. 


Can we say that this deter- 
mination is so desitute of basis 
that the interdiction of the gold 
clauses must be deemed to bes 
without any reasonable relation 
to the monetary policy adopted 
by the Congress? 

The Congress in the exercise of 
its discretion was entitled to con- 
sider the volume of obligations 
with gold clauses, as the fact, as 
the report of the House commit- 
tee observed, obviously had a 
bearing upon the question wheth- 
er their existence constituted sub- 
stantial obstruction to the con- 
gressional policy. 

The estimates submitted at the 
bar indicate that when the joint 
resolution was adopted there were 
outstanding 75 billion dollars or 
more of such obligations, the an- 
nual interest charges on which 
probably amounted to between 
three and four billion dollars. 

It is apparent that if these 
promises were to be taken literal- 
lv, as calling for actual payment 
in gold coin, they would be di- 
rectly opposed to the policy of 
Congress, as they would be cal- 
culated to increase the demand 
for gold, to encourage hoarding, 
and to stimulate attempts at ex- 
portation cof gold coin. 

If there were no outstanding 
obligations with gold clauses, we 
suppose that no one would ques- 
tion the power of the Congress, 
in its control of the monetary 
system, to endeavor to conserve 
the gold resources of the Treas- 
ury, to insure its command of 
gold in order to protect and in- 
crease its reserves, and to pro- 
hibit the exportation of gold coin 
or its use for any purpose incon- 
sistent with the needs of the 
Treasury. See Ling Su Fan v. 
United States, supra. 

And if the Congress would have 
that power in the absence of gold 
clauses, principles beyond dispute 
compel the conclusion that private 
parties, or states or municipalities, 
by making such contracts could 
not prevent or embarrass its ex- 
ercise. In that view of the import 


of the gold clauses, their obstruc- | 


tive character is clear. 


Hostile to Policy of Congress, 


But; if the clauses are treated 


as “gold value” clauses, that is, 
as intended to set up a measure 
or standard of value if gold coin 
is not available, we think they 
are still hostile to the policy of 
the Congress and hence subject to 
prohibition. 

It is true that when the joint 
resolution was adopted on June 5, 
1933, while gold coin had largely 
been withdrawn from circulation 
and the Treasury had declared 
that “gold is not now paid, nor is 
it available for payment, upon 
public or private debts,” the dol- 
lar had not yet been devalued. 


But devaluation was in prospect 
and a uniform currency was in- 
tended. (4) Section 43 of the act 
of May 12, 1933 (48 Stat. 51), pro- 
vided that the President should 
have authority, on certain condi- 
tions, to fix the weight of the gold 
dollar as stated, and that its 
weight as so fixed should be “the 
standard unit of value” .with 
which all forms of money should 
be maintained “at a parity.” 


Fixing Weight of Coin. 


The weight of the gold dollar 
was not to be reduced by more 
than 50 per centum. The. gold 
reserve act of 1934 (Jan. 30, 1934, 
48 Stat. 337), provided that the 
President should not fix the 
weight of the gold dollar at more 
than 60 cent of its present weight. 

The order of the President of 
Jan. 31, 1934, fixed the weight of 
the gold dollar at 15 5-21 grains 
nine-tenths fine as against the for- 
mer standard of 258-10 grains 
nine-tenths fine. The gold clause 
interfered with the congressional 
policy and hence could be invali- 
dated, there appears to be no con- 
stitutional objection to that ac- 
tion by the Congress in anticipa- 
tion of the determination of the 
value of the currency. And the 
questions now before us must be 
determined in the light of that 
action. 


Economic Readjustment. 


The devaluation of the dollar 
placed the domestic economy 
upon a new basis. In the cur- 
rency as thus provided, states 
and municipalities must receive 
their taxes; railroads, their rates 
and fares; public utilities, their 
charges for services. The income 
out of which they must meet 
their obligations is determined 
by the new standard.

receiving their taxes, rates, 
charges and prices on the basis 
of $1 of that currency. 

We are not concerned with 
consequences, in the sense that 
consequences, however serious, 
may excuse an invasion of con- 
stitutional right. We are con- 
cerned with the constitutional 
power of the Congress over the 


monetary system of the country 
and its attempted frustration. 

Exercising that power, the Con- 
gress has undertaken to estab- 
lish a uniform’ currency, and 
parity between kinds of currency, 
and to make that currency, dol- 
lar for dollar, legal tender for 
the payment of debts. 

In the light of abundant ex- 
perience, the Congress was e€n- 
titled to choose such a uniform 
monetary system, and to reject 
a dual system, with respect to 
all oblizations within the range 
of the exercise of its constitu- 
tional authority. 

The contention that these gold 
clauses are valid contracts and 
cannot be struck down proceeds 
upon the assumption that private 
parties, and states and munici- 
palities, may make and enforce 
“By the mergency banking act 
contracts which may limit that 
authority. 

Dismissing that untenable as- 
sumption, the facts must be faced. 
We think that it is clearly shown 


that these clauses interfere with 
the exertion of the power granted 
to the Congress and certainly it 
is not established that the Con- 
gress arbitrarily or capriciously 


decided that such an interference 
existed. 

The judgment and decree, sev- 
erally under review are affirmed. 
Footnotes to Decision. 

Footnote 1. As illustrating the 
use of such clauses as affording 
a standard or measure of value, 
counsel refer to Article 262 of the 
Treaty of Versailles with respect 
to the monetary obligations of 
Germany which were made pay- 
able in gold coins of several coun- 
tries, with the stated purpose that 
the gold coins mentioned “shall 
be defined as being of the weight 
and fineness of gold as enacted 
by law on Jan. 1, 1914.”

In the Dred Scott case, the Supreme Court made 
the mistake of allying itself with the status quo. It 
had the law on its side, but law and morality are not 
always synonymous. Abraham Lincoln, after first 
saying the court’s decision must prevail, reversed 
himself in the end to declare that the will of the 
people, and not the decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court, is the law of the land. 

In the gold case, the court avoided the pitfall into 
which it fell in the Dred Scott case.

Representative Sam Rayburn of Texas has gone 
to the country with his bill to abolish public utility 
holding companies by 1940 and, in the interim, to 
subject them to strict Federal regulation. He stated 
his case effectively on the radio Sunday night. Mr. 
Rayburn says the legislation is necessary to com- 
plete Government protection of the investors begun 
by the enactment of the Securities Act and the law 
regulating stock exchanges. 

The bill, was foreshadowed by the report of the 
Federal Trade Commission, made public last month, 
giving conclusions of its six-year inquiry into the 
electrical power and gas industries. Mr. Rayburn 
says they constitute the chief peril to the investor in 
these fields. The commission, reviewing the abuses 
of the holding company, said: 

The holding company in the utility field has 
been the chief device by which control and own- 
ership of operating companies has been rapidly 
concentrated into fewer and fewer hands, with 
every prospect that the process will continue 
on to nation-wide monopoly unless there be gov- 
ernmental regulation.

In the event, therefore, of an adverse de- 
cision on some or all of the cases, Congress 
would have been compelled to take meas- 
ures to circumvent the court’s decision. This 
would seriously have impaired the court's 
authority. It would have subjected the Gov- 
ernment to the charge of repudiation. 

The alternatives would have been an eco- 
nomic convulsion or a deliberate nullifica- 
tion of the court's decision by a Congress 
that would then be branded as a violator of 
the sanctity of contracts.

No constitutional system, embodying the 
principles of reason and of practical wis- 
dom, could fail to be profoundly weakened 
if it brought about so unreasonable and so 
unpractical a condition. It would have 
meant that legalism had rendered it impos- 
sible for the nation to protect its interests 
lawfully, and doubts of the most far-reach- 
ing and penetrating nature would have been 
raised as to whether lawyers and Judges 
had not converted the Constitution into a 
straitjacket. 

The result would have been dangerous, 
for, as Burke, one of the wisest of all con- 
Servatives, has said: “A state without the 
means of some change is without the means 
of its Own conservation. Without such 
means, it might even risk the loss of that 
part of the Constitution which it wished 
most religiously to preserve.” 

It was this consideration, rather than any 
minute hair-splitting about legal definitions, 
which was bound in the end to govern the 
opinions of the court, and a refusal to look 
at the question from this large and funda- 
mental point of view would have signified 
that the court, as now constituted. is no 
longer, as it was in the beginning and has 
been in all its great phases, the guardian of 
the national interest.

“A government,” wrote Hamilton, “the 
Constitution of which renders it unfit to be 
trusted with all the powers which a free 
people ought to delegate to any government, 
would be an unsafe and improper depository 
of the national interests.” The Government 
has been intrusted with the power to regu- 
late the value of money, and a decision 
which held that private contracts or the 
contracts of one Congress could destroy that 
power would have paralyzed at a peculiarly 
vital point the authority of the whole Gov- 
ernment 

It is possible to rejoice unreservedly in the 
outcome because, as it happens, the national 
authority has been sustained without inflict- 
ing any real injury on the individuals who 
brought the suit. Mr. Perry, who had the 
best case of all, will receive in terms of 
actual wealth 1.7 times what he lent to the 
Government. His dollar in 1918, when the 
bond was purchased, was a much cheaper 
dollar than the 1935 dollar in which he will 
be paid back.

The greatest importance of the decision 
is that it establishes beyond the possibility 
of further dispute the power of the Govern- 
ment to regulate the value of money or, 
putting it in the fashionable language of 
the day, to manage the currency. This 
power has always been held to be an at- 
tribute of sovereignty, and was put into the 
Constitution as a matter of course. 

In the modern world, however, this power 
has become more important to the safety 
of society than it has ever been before. For 
modern society, with its myriad transactions 
expressed in money, its tendency to ac- 
cumulate fixed charges and its liability to 
violent fluctuations in the value of unman- 
aged gold or paper currency, cannot face the 
future without the power of conscious con- 
trol over its money. 

That power is now confirmed and impreg- 
nably established in the United States.

OSSIBLY Mr. Farley’s days are not as

Both efforts might be described as quix- 
otic, for a strongly Democratic Senate is 
not likely to investigate its National Chair- 
man, and to make the Postoffice Depart- 
ment non-political would be flying in the 
face of nature. 

In the course of pressing his amendment 
to the O’Mahoney bill, however, Senator 
Vandenberg might call attention to the 
statement of postal receipts and expendi- 
tures in a little more detail than has been 
done yet. By using the deductions permit- 


ted by law, the Postmaster-General was 
able to announce a gross deficit and a theo- 
retical surplus on June 30, 1934. The sur- 
plus amounted to $12,000,000, in theory, but 
the law permitted such a showing, so no 
complaint can be made on that score. 

It is enlightening, however, to look at 
some of the figures in detail. Postmasters 
received $12,000,000 less in 1934 than 1930; 
postoffice clerks, $50,000,000 less: letter car- 
riers, $33,000,000 less: rural carriers, $24,- 
000,000 less, and railway postal clerks, $12,- 
000,000. The total for these five classifica- 
tions is $131,000,000.

No. 7—Draw Shot. 

HERE are many variations of 
Tie draw shot. The changing 

of the bridge and the proper 
distance of the bridge from the 
ball has much to do with the 
proper execution of different 
types of the draw shot. 

For an ordinary or long draw 
shot, use the bridge as shown in 
the photograph. This bridge has 
been lowered by simply spreading 
the fingers out and flattening the 
hand down ‘closer to the table. 
When the cue ball is closer to 
the first object ball, it does not 
require as forceful a stroke to 
draw the ball the same distance. 
Just move the bridge closer to 
the cue ball, form a lower bridge 
by doubling the index finger back 
under the palm of your hand and 
dropping the thumb on the table.
